The IS-year-old youth had a 
bluish complexion and was very 
stiff, rescue workers saidr But 
he was conscious when placed 
on a stretcher and rushed to a 
hospital in Williamson, about 15 
miles -from here ne&r the We^t 
Virginia-Kentucky border. 

A nurse at Williamson Mem- 
orial iiospital said .Boyce had 
frnsthillen feet and hEingJpfl in 



travenously but "his bJggd pres-

The nurse said he was being 
fed intravenously because he' 
had vomited and apparently 
couldn't take solid food, 

Boyce himself said, "I'm 
numb, that's about all. and hun- 
gry and thirsty." 

He said whep he was first 
trapped.

Finally, earth-moving ma- 
chines due a deep trench along 
side the old well and Boyce was 
pulled out feet first.

Soviets Ask, 
Chinese vXo'^^ 
Release Ship 

MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet Pre- 
mier Alexel N. Kosygin, In s 
stern personal message to Red 
Chinese Premier Chou En-lai 
Saturday, demanded ivlease of 
a Soviet merchant ship that was 
the target of attacks by Red 
Chinese mobs for the second 
successive day. 

Kosygin denounced the "acts 
of rude violence" against the 
Syirsk and said the ship's cap- 



tain and some crew members 
had been "seized and taken to 
an unknoyyn destinatLon,'' Kosy- 
gin demanded immediate meas- 
ure to insurethe safety of the 
captain and crew and release of 
the ship from the Manchurian 
port of Dairen 

The demand was made In a 
telegram to Chou and the text 
was released by the Soviet news 
agency Tass. 

Kosygin's message was the 
first such personal communlca- 
tion-iii-nioiiths-of-deterlornting 
relations between the two giant 
Communist nations. But it con- 
tnlned nn thrpat nf a diplomatic 
break. 

The message followed reports 
Saturday that Chinese mobs 
stormed the Soviet ship, 
smashed equipment and carried 
off a Russian seaman, Tass 
said. Tass, reported Friday that 
the ship'S-eaptain, -Viktor Kotz- 
hov,' had' been seized and beaten 
up by mobs. 

Tass said the telegram from 
Kosygin called Chinese detention 
of the ship, which had docked 
"Juiy22"t(njieir upTrraygaror 
salt, a "violation of elementary 
norms of international law," It 
said the actions could jeopardize 
Russian-Chinese trade relations.

Tax Hike Will Hit The Working Stiff 




WASHINCTON — This is a 
sordid one. It is about president 

■ Johnson's plea to the working 

■ filllf 10 "Shell nut-a-KLpa 
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surcharge on his income tax to 
rescue his country from perdi- 
tion, and about the $10 billion 
a year in taxes the Treasury 
.DOES NOT collect from Amer' 
ica's oil and gas empire, 

If the average American tool^ 
as much Interest in his gov- 
ernment as he does in Johnny 
Carson or the Green Bay Pacl^ 
ers, the populace would rise up 
and rebel against the politicians 
who permit m's suuaiion to 
continue. But there continues 
to be a curious public silence 
about an outrage that steals 
money from the plain cllizcn 
to benefit the rich. 

Put in the simplest possible 
language, the average citizen 
pays II per cent more of his 
income in taxes than the coun- 
try's seven biggest oil com- 
■ panics. ; 



Under the President's propos- 
al, a married couple with two 
kids would pay an Income tax 
16a_ot-$2,2fi8 Jhat's a little 
more than IS per' cent of their 
income. 

Yet. the taxes paid over the' 
past four years by the seven 
top oil companies averagedionly 
4 per cent of net profits. More- 
over, four companies— Atlantic, 
Richfield, Sinclair and Sunray 
—paid no Federal taxes at all. 

By comparison, the average 
American corporation jiSys si 48 
per cent lax on net profits. The 
auto industry, lor example, tooKT 
in 7.1 per cent of the country's 
S405.7 billion in corporate re- 
ceipts in the average year 1962 
and paid 17,6 per cent of the 
total corporate taxes. In the 
same year, Ihe oil and gas in- 
dustry took in 11.1 per cent of 
the total corporate receipt.^; and 
paid only 1.8 per cent of the 
ta.xcs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Trou- 
bles are piling up on President 
Johnson the closer he comes to 
tho 1908 election, now only 15 
months away.

United Nations' Secretary 
General U Thant ha.-; done it 
again. From his supposedly ob- 
jective Ivory tower high atop the 
glass palace he has clearly and 
unmistakably taken the side of 
the Communist Viet Cong 
against the besieged 'people ol 

.tha..SQiith.^ 

In doing It, he has shown 
again his unremitting hostility 
toward the West and, particular- 
ly, the United Stales, 

That this nation should have 
so powerfully and enthustasll- 
cally supported such a biased 
and bitter man for this high 
post, even calling him .indispon- 
sible, Is Just another one ol 
those examples of the payment 
we get for drifting along with 
global tides. U Thant^ re-ap- 
pointment as secretary general 
was nothing else but that sort 
of drift. 

When it was reported that he 
was ready to leave his post, 
there was a general agreement 
(by the columnists, particularly, 
who feel that they are sort ol 
special delegates to the United 
Nations) that U Thant was the 
only man holding the United Na- 
tions-togethei^nd lhat- if hfi-lolt- 
all would be lost. What a shaky 
base for-an International organ- 
ization!

But fairness is the one thing 
that U Thant eithef doesn't un- 
derslan d or feels that he can 
lia wilhoumis"Talest-fantastlc 
charges against the United 
States, and South Vietnam, and 
In support of the Communists," 
surely has shown that. 

The secretary general Is quot- 
ed as saying that the United 
States, in sending Its men lo die 
In Vietnam, Is actually fighting 



a "national liberation" move- 
ment that is comparable lo our 
own in 1776. 

To con\pare Ihe terrorism and 
aggression of the Vict Cong lo 
, the American revolutionary at- 
tempt lo secure for the colonies 
the full rights of British cllizen- 
- ship. jnd,_eyentual!y, EolJlicaL 
autonomy, is to distort' history, 
misread revolution, assault com- 
mon sense, ignore lo^ic and give 
way to. the most obvious person- 
al political spleen. 

The American colonists did 
not wage guerrilla warfare In 
Great Britain. The Viet Cong 
wages guerrilla warfare In the 
south, The American colonists 
did not seek power over the 
British, They sought only rights 
for themsejves. The Viet Cong 
seeks' to impose Communism on 
South Vietnam, 

The list of differences is, of 
course, endless. 

If the secretary general ol the 
United Nations Is so badly mis- 
informed, or so badly prejudic- 
ed, it seems fair to question his 
entire set of credentials for such 
an important job. 

If this were the first time that 
the secr etary general had shown 
on which side he is, in regard" 
to the Vietnamese war, tnere 
might be some room for charity 
in Interpreting his statement as

But It isn't the first time, U 
Thant has accused us of aggres- " 
slon. He has warned that we 
might "provoke" Red China Into 
starting a world war. He has 
constantly turned his eyes from 
the bloody facts of Viet Cong 
aggression Into the south. He 
has even permitted the use of 
th e U,N,'s premises as a stag- 
ing area for a mass demonstra- 
tion against the United States. 

U Thant Is, on the basis of 
this,' far from an Impartial 
world Civil servant. He Is In- 
stead a shrill advocate of those 
who are committing aggression 
and a shrill enemy of those who 
are opposing that aggression.'

PopularConcepiion Of Eawbreaker Is 
Inaccurate— He's Only 1^ Years Did

PEORIA, Ili:-(N^) - The 
popular conception ' of the com- 
mon criminal is grossly inac- 
curate. Un.shaven? Seamy- 
faced? Bulky and belligerent? 
Chuck most of the adjectives. 

The only one that fits is "bel- 
ligerent." 

The average lawbreaker today 
doesn't shave at all. His face 
is smooth, not 2eamy and he 
hasn't had time to grow' much 
bulk. He is, after all, only 15 
years old. 

He is a kid named Gary B. 
who sits nervously on an oak 
bench in a Peoria recreation 
center. He is dressed, in stove- 
pipe trousers and a T-shirt. His 
hair hangs limply over his ears 
He stares at his feel. His eyes 
are red and his hands dirty 
— He is J bnrgt a r . He h a s-bteir 
arrested twice. He-doesn't-care, 

"Why do you do it?" 
— '"iVhere-ai^e— youF-panmtsi:;- 

A laugh. 

"Do you know you're headed 
for serious trouble?" 
A yawn. 

Gary B is .symbolic of this 
nation's juvenile delinquent mis- 
eries. Last year kids like him 
accounted for nearly 25 per cent 
of all law enforcement arrests 
Peoria Police alone made 5,296 
such arrests (under 17 years 
old) ... some for theft, ar 
.son and you name it. Tliirly 
four-were-detaiiie<Hor~flareotic 
misdeeds, 213 for burglary, 
thrfie for murder. 

Says juvenile detective Frank 
Fosco; "Kids under 17 commit 
every well-known Crime in this 
town iind some others, like glue 
sniffing, that aren't well-known 
It's tragic. I'd say that over 
70 per cent of all Peoria crimes 
involve juveniles." 

That guess, whlle~shocklng, is 
not rare. Peoria kids are neither 
worse nor better than those in' 
other cities. According to 
congressional report by Chicago 
Congressman Roman C. Pucin 
ski, juvenile crime in the nation 
has increased to a level where 
it now accounts for an annual 
public loss of $4 billion. 

Pucinski's facts are stupefy- 
ing. Among them: 

— Considering all ages, from 
the cradle to the grave, t h e 
jnQSLjlS£iuentbL_arresled^ law 
breakers in- the United StiiTes 
today are 15-year-old boys. , 
— Eighty-eight per cent of all

And, stiff ' though the statis- 
tics are, the probability Is they 
will get sliffer. Over a quarter 
of the U. ,S. population is under 
10 years old and police are wor- 
ried about tomorrow. 

"I can't speak for diher cit- 
ies," says a Peoria policeman, 
"but I look for juvenile crime 
to- get worse and. worse in this 
area. Why? Because there's al- 
most nothing the police'can do 
about it. Society won't let us 
treat the kids as crooks." i 

The man's complaint is in nb-j 
vious reference to the strict-le-i 
gal limitations imposed in juve- 
nile crime work. Police say such 
limitations are asinine. Tliey say 
the laws make a 17-year-oi(l 
r ob ber a "J ii t y l l i u g" tmr-ir

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
currently appearing, fast- 
stepping Perseid meteors - have 
won credit for giving (scientists 
new help - towards solving a 
celestial riddle bearing on 
night-time radio reception. 

Tho annual Perseid shower-a 
flve-or-jbc-day,. event peaking to- 
night— Is one of nature's most 
spectacular free shows. 

Dr.' Herbert Friedman of the 
Naval Research Laboratory, a 
pioneering rocket-astronomer, 
told a reporter the current Per- 
seid display has yielded new ev- 
idence that may help ^unravel a 
mystery of tho^ radio signal- 
reflecting ionosphere. -The latter 
begins some 60 miles above the 
earth.

Indian Head Penny. Could you 
tell me how much this cola.Ji|^6 
worth?" 

Answer: The 1892 Indian Head 
was minted in the number 
37,649,832 pieces— and it is not 
a scarce item-. The price range 
on this cent ranges from 30 
cents in Good Condition up to 
-$3;00'in-Very-Fine; — - 

I have no way' of knowing 
how good your coin wight be. 
Mqst of the Indian Head Cents 
from 1887 up to 1909 are quite 
common and were minted in 
very large numbers, except for 
the -1894, tho-19084!-and-I909.S. 

From Mrs. R. D., Burley, Ida- 
ho: "I have saved a lot of those 
1943 lead pennies. Are they 
worth anything more than face 
value', and what are the chajices 



.lhey-willJncreflse_in_Yalue?' 

Answer; The 1943 cents were 
made of zinc-plated steel, not 
lead. Mintages from the three 
mints-( Philadelphia,- Denvor-and 
San Francisco) exceed one bil- 
lion—and although iJie govern- 
menl has destroyed . a gri ;at 
many of-them, tnere are ffllF 
lions of them still outstanding. 
Very few people but have some 
of these around — saving them 
for a price raise. 

At the present time, you can 
sell them, if not rusty, for about 
$2.50 a roil of 50, if Denver 
or San Francisco mints. The 
Philadelphia do not command 
much of a premiuip. There is 
not much chance that these 
coins will ever be very valuable 
—unless everyone gets rid -of 
them at the same time.
